Status of claims 

1. Claims 42-44 are pending. 

It is noted that claims 1-41 and 45-54 are cancelled per examiner amendment 
sent on 03/19/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 42-44 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As explained in the interview summary dated 12/17/2008, applicants' invention 
(see claims 42-44) is distinguished over Vulg and EP'506. Prior art of record does not 
disclose or suggest an apparatus for producing polymer-coated, metal coated fibers 
comprising, among others, at least one sprayer nozzle including a plurality of orifices for 
spreading each metal-coated fiber of the roving without making contact with each of 
metal coated fiber of the roving, wherein molten polymer is ejected in a manner 
sufficient to forcibly spread the metal-coated fibers without removal of the metal-coating 
therefrom.
